It aeoms tliatas on tlio Sa- 
turday preceding tho Tuesday li.xed for 
tho execution of Louis und Put riok Staun- 
ton no reprievo:hadbeen reoeivod.tbo mo- 
ther of the twO' men deefded as a last re- 
source to go to Balmoral in ordirto ob- 
tain an iuti.Tview with tho Qiioe.i. Shi^ 
arrived at Balliitor on Saturday, which 
place ia some twelve miles from Balmoial. 
Here she vainly sought for some time to 
obtain some couvoyaiicO; to take her tho 
remainder of! her '; journey.
